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Erafmns Smith, Efq. and that -when fuch a Corporation -fhould be erecled, the 
fair! Truftees fliould convey the Lands mentioned in the Letters Patent to tlif* 
faid Corporation and their Suceeflbrs for ever, to the ufes and trulis tl)erein 
mentioned, and that Erafmns Smith had firice prefented a Petition to the King, 
■praying the ereftion of fuch a Corporation. The Cliarter then in the firft place 
grants to Erafmus Smith, his Heirs, Executors, &c. full power, licence and au- 
thority to eftablilh Three Free Grammar Shools, one in Drogheda, another in 
Galway, and the third in Tipperary ; and empowers him during his life, and 
after his deceafe, or during his ficknefs or abfence from Ireland, the Governors 
of the faid Schools or any feven of them (the Treafur-er being one) to place fo 
•manv, not exceeding twenty poor Children, in each or any of them, as ihall feem 
convenient, befides the Children of Erafraiis Smith’s Tenants, who are not 
iimiled to any number ; and directs the appointment of a Schoolmafter and 
Uihert o each School, who are to teach "Writing and Accounts, the Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew Tongues, and to fit their Scholars for the Univerfity if dcfired : It 
then proceeds to incorporate thirty-two perfons by name (of whom the Pri- 
mate, the Archbifliop of Dublin, the Chancellor, the three Chief Judges and 
the Provofl for the time being arc always to be feven) into one Body Politic 
and Corporate, to bo called, “ The Governors of the Schools founded by Erafimis 
Smith, Efq.” They and the Survivors of them, and fuch as fljould from time 
to time be ele-Sled to make np the faid tiumber, to be a Corporation for ever, with 
power to purciiafe and hold L;uids, &.c. to fue and be fued, to ufe a Common 
Seal, and to make Leafes for twenty-one years and no longer, and that in poflef- 
fion onl}’’ and not in reverfion, and without taking fines, and at the higheft yearly 
•rents that had been paid within feven years before the making or renewing any 
fuch Leafes. It then diro61s, that vacancies among the Governors are to be filled 
up within fix months by eledtion of the remaining Governors, or the greater 
number of them aiVemblccl for that pnrpofe. That Erafmus Smith, during his life, 
and after his death, or during his abfence or ficknefs, the Governors' or any feven 
of them, diall in the firft inftance, and afterw'ards from time to time as vacancies 
may occur, have power to clioofe and appoint Schoolmafters, Ufliers, Scholars 
and Officers for the faid Free Schools (fucli vacancies to be filled up within fix 
months, or otherwife the King to eledl) and to order, dire<?l and vifit, to place or 
difplace, cenfure or punilh the faid Mafters, Ufliers and Scholars, according to 
fuch rules and ftatutes as Ihall be devifed and eftablifhed by Erafmns Smith during 
his life, or after his death by the Governors, or any feven of them, to whom a 
power and authority to make fuch Rules is exprefsly granted by the Charter. 
And it farther exempts the faid Mafters, &c. from any other vifitation; but 
•directs, that both Mafters and Ufhers fhall on their appointment be approved by 
the Archbifliop or BiHiop of the Diocefe, on fubferibing the two firft Canons of 
the Church of Ireland. It further authorizes the Governors to receive from 
Erafmus Smith, his Heirs, &c. and from hisTruftees before mentioned, the feveral 
Lands, &c. granted to them by Letters Patent, and thereafter to be conveyed to 
the Governors, to be employed for the maintenance of the faid Free Schools, and 
the other charitable purpofes aforefaid, chargeable however ivith the payment of 
one hundred pounds per annum to the Governors ofChrift’s HofpituI in London; 
:and alfo to purchafe and receive any other Lands, Tenements, &c. fo as the 
fame do not exceed two thoufand pounds per annum. And it direSs a Treafurer 
to be appointed annually for receiving the rents thereof, wlio ftiall have fixpeiice 
in the pound on fuch receipts, and account yearly for the fums .received and dif* 
Iributed by him before the Primate, the Chancellor, and three Chief Judges, or 
any two of them. It fixes the falary of the Mafters at one hundred marks p^r 
annum, and that of the Uftiers at twenty pounds per annum, provided the yearly 
rents of the Land.s amount to three hundred pounds per annum ; and if they 
exceed that amount, the overplus is direfled to be a,pplied, firft, to repair and 
beautify the Schools and School-hnufcs; fecondly, to the eftabliflmient of an 
I lebrew or other learned Le6lure in Triiiiiy College at thirty pounds per annum; 
thirdly, to the binding out of poor Children to be apjirentices to Proteftant 
mafters, and to the clothing them while in llie Schools, and to fuch other chari- 
lable ufe.? as Erafmus Smith by deed or v/iii fliail appoint. Laftly, the Charier 
approves and confirms certain rules and orders drawn up and fubmitted by Lraf- 
rnus Smith, in his Petition aforefaid, for the regulation of the Schools, and the 
conduct of the !\lafters and Ufhers, and reftrains the Governor, s from making 
-rules, orders, or bye-laws contrary to the fame.

poor Un dren to School or Apprr,ntices, and founding one or more Enplith 
Schools v.’henever they fiiall think proper or convenient. • 

In purfuaiioe of tlm powei-s thus vefied in them, 'the Governors have been 
enabled by the fticceffive nfes in the value of the Lauds conveved to them not 
only to found foweral Enghllt Schools m diHerent parts of Ireland, Irjt to increafs 
foe number of Grammar Schools to four, mid to enlarge the appointments of the 
Wfters and Uiiiers. I he additional Grammar School is at Emti.s, and the 
bug ifh Schools at prefent eftablilhed are at Neiiagh, Tarbert and Templederrv 
iiefides^ one on tiie Coornbe in the city of Dublin, on a much larger fcale aiid 
mamtamed at a confiderable expence. They have alfo added ten to the number 
of boys maintamed^ by them in the Bluecoat Hofpital, endowed two new 
firofeliorfliips m Trinity College with liberal falaries, and a further allowance for 
Alliitants, and mcreafed the appointments of the Leaurers there eftablilhed by 
alle loth of George the Firft ; and a Charter School having been ereaed in the 
neigibourhood of their Lands, in the county of Sligo, they coiUribnte two 
Jliindred and fifty pounds per annum towards the maintenance of that Eftablilli- 
■ment. befides prevailing with one of their Tenants to let the Mailer have fourteen 
■Svenio “^joining the School, at the fame rent wiiich he pays to the 



It appears from tlie Rental of the Lands now in pofleffion of the Governors 
and which Lands are fituate in the counties of Limerick, Galway, Tipperary^ 
Veltmeath and Sligo, (including a rent charge of one hundred pounds in the 
county of Clare, and a fee farm of twenty- five pounds per annum in the King’s 
ounty) that -the yearly rent payable thereout at May 1808, amounted to 
IX tlionland feveii hundred and feventeen pounds one ihillingj and that a rife in 
itie county of Gaiway Eftate was to commence from that period, amounting to 
ight -hundred and fixty-feven pounds fifteen fliiliings per annum. It further 
appears by the return of the Regitler {which together with a copy of the Rental 
s lerewith fubmitted to your Grace) that the fiated annual expenditure of the 
overnors (exclufive of -repairs and buildings and Treafurer and Agent’s fees)

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amounts at prefent to about foiu’ thoufand pounds per annum. That, in confe. 
quence of this excefs of income above the expenditure for a great number of 
years, and notwithftanding very conliderable grants * of money from time to time 
made for building and other ufes to Trinity College and the Bluecoat Hofpital 
fo great an overplus has accrued, that the Governors have purchafed Government 
The Agent of the Stock to the amount of fix thoufand pounds, in the five per cents, and twenty-nine 
fmaTliHs pounds in the three and an half per cents, producing an annual income 

Uen abiriraVcer- thirteen hundred and fifteen pounds, befides in the Agent’s hands*

The accumulation of fo very large a furplus fund deferves, and has of late en- 
gaged the lerious attention of the Governors, who are certainly called on to clevife 
means of appropriating it, agreeably to the provifions and injunclions of the 
Charter and Adi of tenth of George the Fird. Some of their plans for this pur- 
pole have been communicated to us by their Regifter, and by fuch of the Gover- 
nors tliemfelves as are Members of this Board. They have cefoived on founding 
an additional number of Englilh Schools, on a plan which bids fair to be o-ene- 
raliy and cxtenfivcly ufeful, whenever any Proprietor of Land is defirbus of having 
one eftabliuied on his eftate; provided the lituation is otherwife eligible, the 
Governors agree, on his conveying to them in perpetuity a certain proportionof 
'Land, not exceeding t-.'?o acres, to contribute a fum not greater than three hun- 
dred pounds towards erecting a School-houfe thereon, and to grant an endowment 
to the Mailer of thirty pounds per annum. Eleven fuch Schools have been already 
approved of by the Governors, and applications for many more have been re- 
ceived, and may be expe 61 ed, efpecially if an A6l fiiould be palled by the Legif- 
lature for enlarging the powers of perfons under fettlement to malce conveyance 
of Land for the purpofe of endowing Schools. They have alfo determined on 
building a new School-houfe at Galway, the plan and eftimate for which have 
'been approved of; and which, with the expence of inclofing the ground, and 
other neceffary -works, will not be completed for lefs than be'tween five and fix 
thoufand pounds. It has alfo been propofed by the Treafurer, and is now under 
the confideration of the Governors, to grant a confiderable fum to the Governors 
of the Bluecoat Hofpital towards completing the plan of its buildings, and fortbe' 
repair of thofe already creeled. Another extenfive Englillx School is alfo to be' 
immediately eftabliflied in the city of Dublin, on the plan of that already men- 
tioned. A plot of ground in St. Mark’s parilli has been taken for the purpofe ; 
•and a plan of the building has been fubmitted to the Governors, but not yet 
approved of; and it isAheir intention to found one or twomore, as foon as proper 
fifes for them can be obtained, in the poorer and more populous diftri6ts of tlie 
City. The fuccefs of that which has now been carried on for fome years on tlic 
Coombe, is fuch as to encourage tliem in the inftitution of fuch Eftablifliments. 
Still, after ail thefe propofed meafures lhall have been carried into efte6l, there 
will remain a large and increafing furplus of income, for which it is hoped llig 
Governors will provide a timely and adequate application, fo as to prevent its ever 
again accumulating to its prefent .amount. 

SCHOOLS. 'PRESENT STATE OP THE SCHOOLS.

It. appeared from the raamination of the Rev. Charles Crawford, taken on the '. 
12th of July 1807, that he had been appointed Mailer of that School in 1789, 
previous to w'hich time he ftated the number of Scholars to have been about 
eighty, of whom about forty were Boarders with the Mailer, twenty with the 
LTier, and the reft were day Scholars, fix or eight of whom were free. At the 
time of his examination there were bnt thirty-two Boys in the School, of whom 
eight were Boarders and the reft day Scholars, five of them free. His falary 
Mafter was one hundred pounds per annum, in addition to which he bad for

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feme years after his appointment (as had alfo his predeceflbr) received one 
ihundred and fifty pounds per annum for the payment of two Affiflanis at his dif- 
cretion. 1 here had been alfo an Uflier appointed by the Governors with a 
falaiy of fixty pounds per annum, and an houfe fit for the reception of Boarders. 
It ai)peared however, that in confequence of the great diminution of the number 
of his Scholars, the Governors had for the two Jaft years diicontinued the appoint- 
ment of tiie Ufher, and had allowed the M'after only fifty pounds for an Affiftant ; 
aiif! fince that time the School having continued to fall off, they have difmifTod 
Mr. Crawford from his employment (with an antmity however of fixty pounds 
per annum) and appointed the Rev. Lancelot Dowdall in his place. On the nt h 
of May 1809, Mr. (now Doaor) Dowdall appeared at our Board, and fiated to 
us, that fince his appointment in 1807, the nugiber of Scholars had incrcafcd 
from little more than twenty (one of whom only wa.s a Boarder) to ninety-eight, 
•of whom fixty-fix were Boarders and the reft day 'Scholars. His falary as Mailer 
continues one hundred pounds per annum, which (as he ftated and we are of 
opinion) is fcarcely adequate to the fituation, confidering that he is to keep the 
■School-houfe in repair, and that there is no Land annexed to the endowment; he 
pays ten guineas per acre for ground near the town, which he muft take for 
keeping milch cows. The Governors however liave made him a liberal allow- 
ance for putting the whole of the buildings into complete repair; they have alfo 
re-eftablidied a Head Ulher with a falary of one hundred pounds per annum, and 
repaired his houfe ; and appointefl a fecond Affiftant at eighty pounds per annum, 
who refides in the Mafter’s houfe. Mr. Dowdall pays a third claliical Affiftant 
thirty guinea^s per annum, who alfo refides in his houfe. Sixty pounds per 
annum to a French Teacher, and eighty pounds per annum to a Writing Mafter 
and EngUffi Affiftant. 

The fituation of this School is extremely favourable to its becoming a fiourifti- 
•ing Seminary, as it formerly has been, and is likely to be again under the coii- 
duft of the prefent Mafter, wdio appears deferving of every encouragement. 
The School-houfe is fpacious, and will accommodate one hundred Boarders. 
The Ulhef’-s houfe is alfo a very good one, and fit for the reception of thirty 
Boys. The School and Play-groimd are well adapted far thofe numbers, the 
foraicr being fixty feet in length and thirty in breadth, with a room over it for 
the Head Mafter’s Scholars, and' the latter confilting of near three roods. On the 
whole we have much fatisfa^ftion in reporting the improved condition of this 
School, and in expreffing our hopes that it will foon recover and long maintain its 
former charadler and .celebrity. 



2d. Galumy School. 

The Reverend Thomas Canham Wade, at his examination before the Board on 
the 16th of January 1807, ftated that he was appointed Mafter of this School in 
December I'Soi, at the falary of one hundred pounds per annum, with the addition 
of a'farm of tliirty-three acres about a mile from the town, which he Jets at four 
pounds per acre, (befides a field of three acres nearer the towm allowed him by 
the Governors for grazing) the whole fubjecl to a head rent to the Governors of 
feveriteen pounds feven ffiillings per annum. He is alfo allowed to let the 
lower part of the School-houfe, which is fituate in the High-ftreet of Galway, for 
ftops, the rent of which amounted at that time, to ninety-fix pounds fourteen 
lliiiiings and fixpence ; his appointments therefore may be eftimated at more than 
three hundred and twenty pounds per annum. There is an Ufficr appointed by 
ffie Governors at forty pounds per annum. The Mafter is obliged to keep the 
houfe in repair, but it was put into complete order on his appointment at the 
^^xpence of the Governors. It was ftated by him to be capable of accommodating 
lixteen Boarders, but he never had had more than one. The number of Scholars 
then in his School was thirty-one, of whom fourteen were iijftrudled in daffies by 
the Ufiier, to whom he allowed the profits of their tuition, viz. four guineas per 
annum ; the reft were Englilh Scholars, and taught alfo liy the UJlier on the fapie 
terms, except in Writing and Accounts, in whicli the Mafter inftrufted all the Boys 
hmifelf without any extra charge. Since his examination it appears, that the 
Dmer has refigned and -another been appointed by the Governors. Whether from 
that circumftance, or from the Mafter having paid more attention to claffioal 
^iuru6lion, the number of dyfficai Scholars appears by the hift return to the 
Governors (which is or ought to be -made annually by all the Mafters) to have

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incrcafed confiderably. But the fituation of the School, in one of the clofeil an3 
mod thronged ftreets, fun-oimded by fliops, and without any Play-groiind, ismoft 
•unfavourable for Boarders, even if the houfe could properly accommodate them. 
And having been I’o reprefented to the Governors by one of their Body, who iiad 
vHited it in the year i 8 o< 5 , it has been refolved to eredt a new School and School- 
Iioufe at a fmall diftance from the town, on ground belonging to the Governors 
-\vhich was ordered to be inclofed for the purpofe this fumraer. The prclent hi?h 
price of timber has probably been the reafon that no further Heps have been-takeii 
;for carrying this very defirable fcheme into execution. 

3d. Tipperary School. 

The Reverend Marlhal Clarice, examined by the Board on the 12th of January 
'1 807, was appointed Mafter of this School about the year 179b, at a faiary of oii'e 
hundred pounds per annum, with about ten acres of ground, rent free. The houfe 
is well filuated near the town, and was flated to be capable of accommodating one 
.hundred Boarders, and to be kept in good repair by the Mafter at his own expence. 
He has one Affiftant appointed by the Governors, with a faiary of twenty pounds 
per annum, and an houfe and ten acres of Land. He pays another himfelf fifteen 
guineas per annum, who refides in the School-houfe ; he flated the number of his 
•Scholars to be thirty-fix, of whom twelve were Boarders, and the reft d»y Scholars, 
and fifteen of them free. 

7 'he prefent ftate of this and of Galway School is lefs flourifhing than 
might be expelled from their fituation and other circumftances of their 
endowment. "NYe cannot doubt that this is to be attributed in fome degree 
either to the want of exertion in the Matters, or to their not being as highly qua- 
lified in other refpedts as it were to be wifticd. As far as the former caufe may 
liave operated, the power of vifitation poffelfed by the Governors, if regularly or 
even occafionally exercifed, would apply the moft efteftujd remedy ; and with 
refpedt to the latter, it is much to be defired that fome regulation were adopted by 
the Governors in the appointment of their Mafters, by which the qualifications of 
the feveral candidates might be diftin£lly afeertained. It is ftated indeed to be 
their praftice to advertife the vacancies of their Schools, with a view to invite 
pet fons properly qualified to offer for them ; and if this were to be followed either 
by an aftual examination of the candidates, or by fuch a reference to the places 
of their education and former profeffional exertions as might produce authentic 
and conclufive teltimonials of their merit, there could be little doubt of a decifion 
advantageous to the Public and honourable to the Governors themfeives. Some- 
thing of this fort, we are informed, took place in the late appointment of the 
Matter and Ufli^s of Drogheda School, and the refult has fufficiently evinced its 
utility. 

4th. Ennis School. 

The Rev. Michael Fitzgerald was appointed Mafterof this School in 1782, with 
the fame faiary of one hundred pounds per annum, and under the fame condition of 
keeping the School-houfe in repair. There is no Land annexed to the endowment, 
except the ground on which the School and houfe and offices are erected, and 
a Garden and Play-ground, making in the whole about two acres. Mr. Fitzgerald 
ftated, however, on his examination, that when extraordinary repairs were repre- 
fented by him to be necelTary, the expence of them had been ufually defrayed by 
the Govenions. The houfe is capable of accommodating forty-two Boarders. 
Mr. Fitzgerald had once fo many as fixty ; but at that time the beds were occupied 
by two Boys, a practice which he has for fome years difeontinued. His number 
at prefent is thirty-one, and fixteen day Scholars, of whom eight are free. At the 
time of his appointment, the School had fallen away fo, that he found no Boarders 
and only a few day Scholars. The Governors allow him fifty pounds per annum for 
an Afliftant, to whom he pays fifty pounds more, befides his board andlodging. He 
pays another forty pounds per annum and his board. The School-room is divided 
•into two apartments, one of forty feet by twenty for claffical inftru6lion, and the 
other twenty feet fquare for writing, &c. He pays two Writing Mafters, one 
thirty the other twenty guineas per annum,, and a French Matter thirty guineas 
per annum, and they all board in his houfe. The fituation he ftates to be favour- 
able for a School, and he appears to have paid a faithful and laborious attention 
lo .his duty for a period of twenty-fix years. The number of Scholars he thinks 
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•would increase if the accommodations were enlarged; and heftated that a detached 
building for an Infirmary was much w'anted. This appears to be the cafe in 
inoft of the Schools on this foundation. He reprefented aifo (and we think his 
reprefentation well founded) that confidering the fmallneL of his falaiy, a greater 
-allowance fltould be made forAffiftants ; and that the Land annexed to the School 
is much too fmall. Some of the neighbouring gentry have laudably attended to 
the encouragement of this School, by annual grants of from live to ten guineas, 
for premiums to the Boys at the half yearly examination.s, which are accordingly 
diftributed in books and medals. On the whole, we are well fatisfied wdth the 
ftate of this School, of which we contider Mr. Fitzgerald to be an aftive and 
meritorious Superior. 

ENGLISH SCHOOL on the COOMB, 

In the City of Diihlln. 

This School was eftablifhed in the year 1804, at a very confidcrable expencc; 
the ground is rented at £ 30. per annum, and on it a fpacious building is ere6led! 
confining of a convenient lioufe for the Mailer, and two large School-rooms, one 
for Boys>and the other for Girls, who are inftrufted in Reading and Plain-work by 
the Mailer’s Wife. Mr. Fox the Mailer is ftated lo have acquitted himfelf lince 
his appointment to the entire fatisfaflion of the Governors; at thelall return of 
the numbers in the School, there were 0^0 hundred and fixty Boys and one 
hundred and thirty-two Girls. The former he teaclies Reading, Writing, and 
Arithmetic, with the affiftance of Monitors only (as praclifed in Doaor Bell’s 
fyftem). An Ulher, at thirty pounds per annum falary, inftrufts the Girls in 
Writing and Accounts. A Catechift is employed to iiifped the School and to 
catechife the Children, with a falary of fjxty pounds per annum. The Mailer 
and Millrels have one hundred pounds per annum, befides an iUlowance of coals, 
and the payment of their houfe-tax and other taxes. 

The other Englilh Schools at Nenagh, Tarbert, and Templedeny, are on a 
more confined fcale. The Mailers have each a houfe, and a falary of twenty 
pounds per annum. It cannot be expedled that, with fo fcantyan endowment, 
thefe Schools can be produ6live-of much advantage. We feel it our duty indeed 
to Hate our opinion, that the allowance to the Mailers of almoll all the Schools of 
this ellablilhment, is inferior to v/hat the Hate of the funds could well afford, and 
to the reafonable claims and expedlations of perfons duly qualified for fuch 
appointments. We fubjoin an* Abllrad of the lall Returns made by the feveral 
Makers, of the number of Scholars in their refpe6tive Schools; and conclude’ our 
Report with exprelfing an hope and perfuafioii, that the attention of the prefent 
Governors to the management and application of their large and increafing 
income, will dired it to the produdion of proportional advantage to the 
'Community.

'Charles the Second by the grace of God King -of England, -Scotland, France, and Ireland, 
Tfefender of tlm Faith, 8cc. '"To allto whom t'hcle prefeiits fliali come greeting. Whereas 
‘Erafmus Smith, Efq. did heretofore intend to erect live Grammar Schools within the king- 
dom of Ireland, and to endow the fame with convenient maintenance for Schoolmaltersi 
and to make further provifion for Education of Children at the Univerlity, which ihould be 
brought up at the fame Schools, and for feveral other charitable ufes ; of which intention of 
■the faid Erafmus Smith fome notice is taken by the A6t, intituled, “ An Aft for the better 
execution of His Majefty’s Gracious Declaration for the Settlement of His Kingdom of Ire- 
land, and Satisfaftiori of the feveral Interefts -of Adventurers, Soldiers, and others His Sub- 
jefts there Since the palling of which Aft, upon due confideration had of the necelTity of 
fettling a more liberal maintenance upon the Schoolmafters which .lhail be placed over the 
'Grammar Schools, by making Ibme provifion alfo for clothing, poor Children, and binding 
them out Apprentices, it hath been thought fit by the faid Erafmus Smith to reduce the 
.faid five intended Grammar Schools unto three; and yet neverthelefs to continue and fettle 
the fame lands and tenements, which at firft were intended as a -revenue to maintain five 
Grammar Schools and othei' charitable ufes, to be a perpetual revenue for maintenance of

tion of the feveral Interefts of Adventurers, Soldiers, and other His Subjefts there, and for 
making fome Alterations of and Additions unto the faid Aft, for the more fpeedy andeftec-

number of the faid Scholars in I'uc.h School, or the revenues of the faid Corporation to increale 
ordiinimlh; and fo always, that there never be more than one Uiher in any one School, to be 
paid by the faid Corporation and at their charges. 

And there fliall alfo be paid unto fuch pcrlbii as fliall be appointed by the College of 
Dublin to read on Flebrew Ledlure there, during the time he lhall continue to read the faid 
Lecture, the yearly lum ol thirty pounds, at or upon the firft day of May and the firft day 
ol November by even and equal portions, and in default of fuch appointment of an Hebrew 
J..ecl:ui'e, then to I'uch other perlbn, who by the laid College of Dublin lhall be appointed to 
read foine other learned Lecture there, according as the laid Governors for the time being, 
or any leven or more of them, whereof the Treafurer for tiie time being (if he be able to 
attend) to be always one, fliall in their directions think fit. 

And the refidue of all the revenues and rents which fliali remain after all the charges and 
payments aforefaid fully made and latisficd, lhall, during the continuance of fuch leafes as 
U4‘e now’ in force, be dilftibuted and applied in manner follo'vvfog, (viz.) one full moiety tliere- 
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• of to and for the binding out of poor children to be apprentices, to and unc^cr fuch proteftant 
maftcrs as the laid Governors or any feveii or more of them, wliereof the Treafurer lor the 
time beitig to be always one (if able to attend) fiiall think lit, and after the expiration of 
inch Icales, one moiety as aforefaid fliall be applied partly towards binding out poor chil- 
-dren to be apprentices as aforelaid, and partly towards clothing of poor Scholars in the faid 
three Grammar Schools, fo al’.vays that no more than fix pounds be befiovved in binding 
out anv one, apprentice, nor more than thirt}'^ Ihillings in ciothing any one child ; and that 
the .children of the tenants of the laid Erafiims Smith be ])referred1)efore the others, and the 
other moiety of tiie faid revenues as well during the laid ieales, as alfo after tiie expiration 
thereof, fl'iall be applied to fuch other chai-itable uies as the laid Erafinns Smith, by any 
deeds in writing, or by his iaitwiil fiiall appoint, and fuch appointment lluill be at' like 
force and effect in law, as the fame would iiave been if it liad been particulariy mentioned 
aad declared in and by thcle prclcnts. 

And we are further piealed to declare, at the humble Petition aforefaid, that it flial! and 
may be lawful to and for the Governors and Members of the faid Corporation, from time to 
•lime, and at all times to detain and keep in their hands and to their 'own ufe, lb much of 
tlie rents and profits of the lands lb as aforefaid to be conveyed unto them, as fiiall be luf- 
ficient to defray and bear all the charges and expences which they fliall or may be put to in the 
execution of thefeveral trulls aforementioned, or in defence of their title to thepremifes or 
any part thereof; and moreover, it fiiall and may be lawl'ul to and for the laid Corporation 
to conftitute and appoint under their Common Seal, from time to time, a fit perfoii to be 
Kegifter during their pleafure, and to allojv and pay unto fuch llegifler the yearly fiipeiid 
or penfion of ten pounds, payable upon the firlt day of - May and the firll day of No- 
vember by even and equal portions, and alfo to increaie the lame penfion from time to 
time when the rent fliall increafe, as they or any I’even or more of them, whereof tlie 
Treafurer for the time being (if able to attend) to be always one, fiiall think fit. 

Neverthelefs it is declared, that until the Schools hereby, intended to be erected and en- 
dowed lhall be fully built and fiuiflied, it fliall and may be lawful to and for the laid Cor- 
poration for the time being or any feven or more of them, whereof the Treaiurer for the 
time being to be ahvays one (if able to attend) to make orders ibr lulpending all and every 
the payments hereinbefore limited and exprefied, other than the yearly payment of one 
hundred pounds per annum unto Ciirift’s Hofpital in London, and other than the yearly 
penfion of one hundred marks a-piece unto the I’everal and rel'pedlive Sclioolmallers, any 
thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary notwithltanding. 

And although the power given to the laid Corporation to make b 5 '-e-Iaws from time to 
time, may very much enable them to make inch wholefoine orders and conftitutioiis as may 
he necelfary for the well regulating and governing the charitable ules aforefaid, and the 
revenues to be given for the fullenance and maintenance thereof) as alfo the peribns to be 
hereafter employed in or about the premifes, yet to the end the good and pious intentions of 
the Founder may be in all things prelervcd as much as is polfible, we have allb thought fit, 
at the humble Petition of the laid Erafmus Smith, to fignify and declare further, that we 
do well approve of die rules, orders and conftitutions following, viz. 

'That the Mailers and Uftiers of fuch Free Schools relpedlively, fiiall wholly attend upon 
their Schools, and fliall be utterly incapable of holding their refpedlive places fo foon as 
they lhall ule or exercile any other employment or calling of what nature or kind 
foever. 

That the Mafters of fuch Free Schools fliall take no money, reward or other gratuity 
whadbever for the teaching of any poor child, which fiiall be of the number of the twenty 
'poor children living within two Engfifli miles of fuch Free Schools as aforefaid, nor of any 
otlier children who are or lhall be children of any tenants to, or inhabitants upon the lands 
orpofiellions, which lhall or may belong to the Corporation aforefaid, how many foever fuch 
.children lhall be, and at what diltance foever from fuch Schools tliey lhall happen to 
dwell. 

Alfo the Mailer of fuch Free School refpedlively, fliall teach all fuch children as lhall be 
-found capable thereof to write and call Accounts; and moreover fliall inllrudl them in the 
•Greek. J.atin and Hebrew Tongues, and fit them for the Univerfity, if they or their parents or 
iriendsfliall fo defire. 

Allb the' faid Mafters fliall duly once every week, on each Lord’s Day, catechize their 
Scholars, and for that purpofe fliall make ufe of the Catechiiiu fet out by the late Moll 
Heverend Father in God James Ulher Lord Archbilhop of Armagh, Lord Primate of ail 
Ireland, and fliall fpendfoine time in expounding fome part thereof unto them. 

And if any of the Mailers of the faid Schools ihall negledl any of the rules aforefaid, it 
fliall be held to be a jull caule for removal of fuch Mailers, unlels the faid Governors lhall in 
-their diicretion think fit to punifli the faid negledl fome oilier way, or in lome other 
manner. 

And moreover .it fliall not be lawful, for any Schoolmaller, unlefs in cafe of ficknefs, to 
abient himfelf v.dthout leave from the faid Governors, or any five of them, firll bad and ob- 
tained ; and he who fliall be appointed during fuch ablence to execute the place and charge 
of fuch Schoolmulter, and to ofliciate for him, fliall for his labour and pains therein, receive 
fuch a proportionable part of the lalary of fuch abfent Schoolmaller, as would have been 
payable to the laid Schoolmaller if he had not ablented himfelf. 

And moreover it lhall be lawful for each M after to receive of every Scholar at his entrance 
ftito the School two fliillings, except the twenty poor Sciiolars in each School, who are to 

be 
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"bo privileged as aforefaicl, and except the children of the tenants to and inhabitants uno 
the lands ami ])ofrcliioris belonging to the laid r.n'.hrius Smith, Ills heirs or alligns, or Vi'incl^ 
hereafter fhall belong unto the Corporation aiurdkid, who are all to be freely adiiiittecl 
tind freely taught, how many Ibever they be, and how far foever they live from the fai I 
Schools. . . .-a 

l-’rovifled alwayr-, That tlie laid Governors or their fucceflbrs, fliall not have [iower to 
make or ap['i)ini any laws, rules, itatutes, adls, orders or ordinances, after the dcadi of 
the laid Krahnus Smith, that will make void, fiifpeml or weaken the fame laws, rules 
ilatutes, a<5ls, ordiTs or ordinances confUtuted by the laid Erafmus Smith, or any branch 
or circumflanee thereof; which orders, rules, laws, ftatutes, ads and ordinances, 'are' and 
always fhall remain and be in their full force and virtue for the governing and ordering nf 
the laid Schools aud works of ehnrily. o = g or 

Providetl alfo, 1'hat if thefe oui" letters ])atents fiiall not within the fpace of tw'o years 
nc.\t cnfuiiig the date hereof, be duly inrolied in our High Court of Chancery in Ireland 
that then all .‘md every cianfc and article herein contained fliall be utterly void and of no 
cflect, any thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary in anywife notvvithltandiim'- 
altliough cxprcls mention of the true yearly x-alue or certainly of the premiles or any of them' 
or of any other gifts or grants Ity us or by any of our progenitors or predeceffors heretofore 
made to the fitid Erafmus Smith in tiicic prefents is nutmade, or any ftatute, ad, ordinance 
provifion, proclamation or reflridion heretofore had, made, euaded, ordained or provided 
or any other matter, caufe or thing wlmtlbever, to the contrary tlicreof in anywife iiotwith-* 
ftanding. In witnefs whereof we liave caufed thefe our lelleis to be made patents : Witnefs 
our felf at ^\'e^tlnirlifer, tlie twenty-fixtl) day of March, in the one and twentieth year of 
our reign. 

AN ACT for further Application of the Rents and Profits of the Lands and Tene- 
ments formerly given by Euasrius Smith, Efq. deceafed, to Charitable Lies. 

WUEHEA.S Erafmus Smith, Efq. deceafed, did fet apart feveral lands in this kingdom 
for and towards the maintenance of Schools and other cliaritable ufes : And whereas king 
Charles the Second, by his letters patents bearing date the twenty-fixth day of March, i» 
the one and twentieth year of his reign, did empower tlxe faid "tlrafmus Smith to found 
and eitabliih three Free Grammar Schools (that is to fay) one Free School in the town of 
Drogheda, one other in the town of Galway, and the third in the town of Tipperary. And by 
the faid Ictteis patents erebfetl a Corporation, by the name of “ The Governors of the Schools 
founded by Erafmus Smith, El'q.” who are thereby empowered to appoint Schoolmafters and 
Ufliers for the faitl Schools. . 

And whereas^ the faid Erafmus Smith charged all and every the lands and tenements fet 
apart as aforefaid, with the feveral annual fuins hereinafter mentioned (that is to fay) to 
each of the laid three Schoolmafters lixty-fix pounds thirteen fliiilings and fourpence per 
armiuTi, and to an Lfher in each of the faid Schools twenty pounds per annum, to an Hebrew 
Lcbtiircr in irinity College near Dublin, thii'fy pounds per annum, to a Regifler 
ten pounds per annum, and to the Mayor and Commonalty and Citizens of the city of 
London, (70vernors of the pofi'eflions, revenues and goods of the Hofpitals of Edward king 
of England the Sixth, of Chrifl; Jdridewell and Saint Thomas the Apoftle, one hundred 
pounds per annum. 

And whereas there hath alfo been paid out of the rents of the faid lands by the 
Governors of the laid Schools, the yearly penlion or exhibition of eight pounds a-piece to 
twenty poor Scholars of the laid College, and uHb the yeai'iy penlion or exhibition of fix 
pounds to fifteen other poor Scholars of the laid College. 

And whereas the laid lands and tenements fb fet apart bv the faid Erafmus Smith, do 
now yield, and for fome time paft have yielded a yearly I'urplus rent over and above 
the laid yearly linns payable as aforeSaicl, and all other necelfary yearly payments and 
charges in and about the execution of the laid truft, part whereof now remains in the 
hands of the Irealiirer of the faid Corporation, which, together with the growing furplus, 
rents and ju'ofits of the faid lands and tenements, the faid Cioveniors of the faid Scliools are 
delirous may be applied and difpofed of to the ufes hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas it will be greatly for tlie fervice' of the Public, and the particular benefit 
and ad'.antage of thole who fhall be educated in the laid College, that two public Lec- 
turers (that is to lay) one in Oratory and Hiftory, and the other in Natural and Experi- 
mental Philolbphy, fliould for over hereafter be eftablifhed in the laid College; and allb 
that three new Fellows Ihoiiid be appointed and added to the preient number of .luuior 
Fellows in the find College, the better to inftrubt and take care of thole who are or fnali be 
lent to the laid College for education ; therefore, for tiie better enabling the Governors of 
the laid Schools for the time being, for ever hereafter to apply and dii'pofe of the furpius 
rents and profits of the 'laid lands and tenements, wliicli lliall annually remain after pa}'- 
ment of the feveral yearly i'uins already appointed and fet apart for charitable utes as afbre- 
faici, and all other uecellary charges in and about the execution of the tmfts repofed in 
them, to the ul'es herein meutioned; and to the end i'uch Leefturers and Eellowftnps may 
be eftabhlhed and credted for the purpol'es aforefaid. 

May it pleai'e > our M oft Excellent- Majefty, at the humble petition of the Governorsof 
the fold Schools, lhat it may be euadeed, and be it enabled by the King’s Moll Excelifint 
Majefty, by and with the advice and conieat of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, m this prdent ikuiiament aireinbied, and by authority of the fame. Thai ftoni

Provided always, and be it further Enafted by the aiitliority aforefaid, That whenfoever 
and as often as any Scholar, Student or Member of the faid College, to whom anv penfion or 
exhibition is, has been, or Hiall be payable out of the lands or tenements fet apart bv die 
faid Ih'afmiis Smith .as aforefaid, fliall ftand candidate for any of tlie faid Lectures hereby 
efcabliihed and erefted, fu’ch Scholar, Student or Member being equaliy Ht and quaiitie’d 
with any otlu-r perfon or perliins at the fame time ftanding candidate or candidates for 
lame, (hall at all limes hereafter be prefeixed in fucli eleftion, nomination and approbation 
before any other perfon whatfoever. 

And be it fartlier Enacted by the authority aforefaid, Tliat the twenty feveral yearly 
penfions or exhibitions of eiglit pounds a year, and the fifteen fcveral peulions or exhi- 
bitiom of fix pounds a year, hereinbefore mentioned to have been paid out of the faid 
lauds to poor Scholars of the laid College, fhail from time to time and at all times here- 
after be paid and payable out of the rents and profits of the faid lands and tenements to 
the like number of Scholars, Members or Students of the faid College vefpcctivel}', till 
lliey lhall be otherwife provided for, removed, or take the degree of Maficr of Arts in the 
laid College, or (hall be of Ihmding to take fuch Mafter of Arts degree. 

And whereas there hath been lately recovered by the faid Governors of the faid Sclioolj 
feveral arrears ol' vent, which were due and payable to them out of the faid lands, and 
now remains in the hands of their Treafurer ; Be it further Enafted by the authority afore- 
faid, That it (liall and may be lawful to and for the Governors of tlie laid Schools now, aiui 
for the time being, to pay, apply and lay out fo much of the faid calb, now in their Tre.l- 
furer’s bamis, as they mail think fit, for and towards the evefting and finilhing one or more 
building or Imildings in the laid College, the chambers of whioli faid building mid buildings, 
fiiall after tlie finidiing thereof be given and difpofed of in fuch manner as'other chambm 
in tbe faid College are given and difpofed of, to fuch and fo many Members of the fnid 
College, as the Provoll and Senior Fellows of the laid College for the time being fiiall think 
fit to place tliereiii; and that all Scholars or Members, who ihall be firft placed in the laid 
CliamWs, fiiall liold and enjoy the fame refpeftively without paying any fee, fum or fum.s 
of money at their iirft entrance therein, or after, other than the ufual chamber-rent payable 
by other Scholars or Members of the faidCollege for other chambers there; and tliat from and 
•after the ereftiiig and finilhing the faid building or buildings refpectively, lb many of the 
Scholars or Members of the faid College to whom any penfion, exhibition or annuity is or lhall 
hereafter be paid or payable out of the laid lands fet apart by the faid Erafmus Smith, asinijlit 
be conveniently lodged therein, lhall from thenceforth for ever be exempted from the payment 
of the ufual chamber-rent, for fuch chambers as they fhali refpeftively thereafter have either 
in the faid buildings or any other part of the faid College. 

And whereas the Governors of the faid Schools have come to an agreement with the 
Governors of the Hofpital and Free School of King Charles tiie Second, Dublin, commonly 
called The Bluecoat Hofpital, in the city of Dublin, on the terras hereinafter mentioned, 
viz. That the Governors of the Schools fiiall give to the Governors of the Bluecoat 
Hofpital three hundred pounds fterling, towards building an Infiinavy for the faid Hofpital 
for the reception of forty Boys ; that in coufideration of the faid linn of three hundred 
pounds, the Governors of the laid Hofpital fhali find convenient reception in the faid Hoi- 
pital for any number of Boys, to be named and placed tiierein by the Governors of the 
Schools, not exceeding twenty, to have the lame reception, maintenance and cloathing, and 
be every way under the fame regulation as the other Boys in the faid Hofpital are; that the 
Governors of the Schools fhali find bedding and the ul'ual furniture for each room for fuch 
Boys as fhali be placed by them in the faid Hofpital at their firft entrance therein, until fuch 
time as pvovilion fhali be made for the number of twenty Boys agi'eed upon to lie placed in 
the faid Hofpital, after which the repairing and keeping the faid bedding and furniture are 
to be charged in the annual expence for the maintenance of the faid Boys, according to the 
ufage and cuftoin of the faid Hofpital; that the Governors 'of the laid School fhali 
pay to the Governors of tlie Bluecoat Holpitai, for the maintenance of each and every 
Boy placed by them in the faid Hofpital, the fame rate the other Boys in the faid 
Hofpital are maintained at, and that fuch linns as are found necefiary for maintenance 
of each and every Boy placed in the faid Hofpital as aforefaid, fiiall be paid 
■quarterly, and the Accounts fliatl he made once every year, that the Governors of 
the laid Schools fliall pay five pounds per annum to the Schoolmallers of the laid 
Hofpital, for teaching the Boys which lhall be placed in the faid Holpitai liy the laid 
Governors; that the Governors of the faid Schools fliall pay the fame rate that is paid 
for the other Boy's, who are taught the Matheinaticks in the faid Holpitai, if the Gover- 
nors of the faid Schools defire that any of the Boys placed by them in the laid Holpitai 
be taught the fame; that the Governors of the Schools fiiall and wfill, at their own ex- 
pence, bind out each and every Boy that fhali be nominated and placed by them in the 
laid Hofpital, as foon as he and they fliall be fit to be put out apprentice, to I'uch Mafter 
as the Governors of the Schools fhali approve ol^ and fhali give fuch fee as tlie Gover- 
nors of the Hofpital give with the other Boys to be put out apprentice by them ; that the 
Lord Mayor, Recorder, and two Aldermen, by the Governors of the Hofpital to be chofen, 
fliall be ftanding Governors of the Schools founded by Enifmus Smith, Elq. that four ot 
the Governors of the Schools, by them to be chofen, fhali be ftanding Governors of the 
faid Hofpital; that the Governors of the Schools fliall and will, at llieir own expenee, 
next Selhons of Parliament, endeavour to get an Aft of Parliament pufled in this King- 
dom, to make the foregoing agreement effeftual. 

Tlierefore, 
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Therefore, for rendering the faid agreement effedual, and for the encouragement of fo 
good and charitable a work, Be it Enacled, That the faid agreement be, and is hereby ra- 
tified and coiifirnied, and be it therefore Enadted by the authority aforefaid.
